He also advised 
that as wide publicity as possible be 
given to announcements of resumptions 
of business, and expressed his continued 
and unfailing confidence in the rebuilding 
of Galveston, a city in which he has ever 
taken a warm interest. 
Sayers Not Willing To Take Charge. 
The governor expressed himself as un- 
willing to have anything whatever to do 
with the distribution of the relief funds. 
He savs he will apportion the funds in 
his hands amongst the variaus commu- 
nities which have _ suffered from the 
storm, and that the citizens of each of 
these communities must entrust the dis- 


of the anti-foreizgn uprising. 

‘“‘After a few hours’ grace he will for- 
mally declare war; and, taking advantage 
of Germany’s position as a belligerent, he 
will procced to seize everything awWilable 
withthe German forces and fleet. 

“Tt is expected that Germany will take 
the Wu Sung forts and the Kian Gan ar- 
senai, thus dominating Shanghal. It is 
also believed that she will attack forts on 
the Yang Tse from the land side, and 
endeavor to seize the Chinese fieet, in- 
cluding the valuable new cruisers, Failing 
this, she will at least occupy all the 
province of Kiang Su north of the Yang 
Tse Kiang. 

French Support for Germany. 

“The French will support Germany. 
This is not rumor, but reliable informa- 
tion and will probably be confirmed at 


tho foreign office. Prompt, action és neces- 


sary to prevent a coup which will con- 
stitute a serious menace to British in- 


terests. 

‘Russia has handed over the Taku-Pe- 
kin railway to Germany.”’ 

The Shanghai. ¢orrespondent of The 
Standard, telegraphing Monday, says: 

“Chinese officials report that Prince 
Tuan has; issued a secret edict in the 
name cf the empress dowager to the ef- 
fect that the imperial court has decided 
to continue the war against the powers 
at whatever cost. The edict threatens 
that any official failing to support the 
Manchus will be beheaded as a traitor, 
his whole family executed and the tombs 
of his ancestors demolished. 

“Only through the Associated Press 
advices from New York, published in this 
morning’s papers, does the British pubiic 
learn that the United States and Great 
Britain are once again ranged together in 
opposition to the continental powers. As 
apparently such a grouping Was entirely 
unexpected’ in both Berlin and London; 
and, until dn official statement is made, 
comment will be ‘withheld.’”’ 

English Influence Jeopardized. 

The Daily Chronicle, however, devotes a 
brief editorial paragraph to the an- 
nouncement, expressing a hope that it is 
erroneous and declaring ‘“‘that the only 
way in which England can reap the fruit 
of her exertions in China is by standing 
shouider to shoulder with Germany and 
Japan, as the only effective counterposise 
to Russo-French machinations and the 
weak-kneed policy of America.”

It is charged that one practice of the 
McRee camp has been to employ “trap- 
ners” to arrest innocent negroes passing 
through the county, and without the form 
of trial, to imprison them and put them 
to work.

The charges allege that recently the 
husband of a woman arrested in this 
summary manner appeared before Sol- 
citor Edmondson with his,complaint.

More Than a Score Turned Off. 
As a result of this agreement made with 

Solicitor Edmondson, between twenty and 
thirty prisoners held in the McRee camps 
were set free, indicating that at least that 
number had been neld convicts without 
beirg convicted of an offense. The 
charge is further made that several of Te 
men held as convicts were sent into 
Florida at the expense of the camp man- 
agement in order to get them out of the 
way, that their testimony might never be 
reard in court. 

Camps of the character of those in 
Lowndes are not directly under control 
of the prison commission, but the law re- 
quires of all such camps that they file a 
monthly report of their condition. No re- 
port has ever been received from the 
camps of the McRee brothers. It is 
further shown that there is no active gu- 
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flight 5,000 Chinese. It is added that the 
Russians sustained no casualties.

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SUBTLE MYSTERY 
IN RICE’S DEATH 


New York Millionaire May Have 
Been Poisoned, 


HIS DEATH = UNEXPECTED 


Combination of Peculfar Circum- 
stances Leads to an Autopsy 
and Investigation by the 
New York Police 
Authorities. 


New York, September %.—At the sug: 
gestion of District Attorney Gardiner and 
Chief of Detectives McCluskey, Coroner 
Hart is investigating the death of Wil- 
liam M. Rice, who died Sunday night at 
the Berkshire apartment house on Maii- 
s0n avenue. Mr. Rice was a millionaire, 
who retired from active mercantile lifs 
twelve years ago and is said to have large 
interests in Houston, Tex., and Milwau- 
kee, Wis. 

The heart, lungs, intestines and stom- 
ach of the dead millionaire, by the direc- 
tion of the detectives present at an au- 
topsy, were turned over to Professor 
Whitthaus for chemical analysis. 

The inquiry of the authorities into the 
case begun early Monday. Four checks 
bearing.the dead man’s name and calling 
for the payment of nearly $250,000 were pre- 
sented for certification at the offices of 
the Fifth Avenue Trust Company and 
the banking house of S. M. Swenson & 
Sons, 15 Wall street. They were all made 
payable to Albert T. Patrick, a lawyer of 
$16 West Fifth street, whose offices are 
at 275 Broadway. 

The latter had for the past ne gon 
been Mr. Rice’s legal adviser, whi} his 
immense business interests in Texas were 
in charge of Captain J. A. Baker, who, 
with the dead man’s brother, Frederic’ 
Rice, of Houston, Tex., is now on his way 
to New York at the telegraphic request 
of the brother. The body will be Kept 
until he arrives. 

Two Checks Turned Down. 

Two of the checks. one drawn for $133,- 
000 and the other for $25,000, were certified 
without question by the Fifth Avenue 
Trust Company, but the other two, drawn 
on 8. M. Swenson & Sons, were not 
certified. One of them called for $60,000 and 
the other for $25.00. It was an error in 
the spelling of the name of Lawyer Pat- 
rick, which had been written ‘“‘Abbert” 
Instead of “‘Albert” on the last check, 
which led the Wall street banking firm 
to refuse to indorse. When this érror 
was discovered Swenson & Sons called up 
the Berkshire apartment house on the 
*phone and Charles Jones, Mr. Rice's valet, 
who responded to the call, answered that 
the check was all right. This, he says, 
was in accordance with directions which 
he had received from Lawyer Patrick, 
although both of them knew at the time 
that Mr. Rice was dead. 

“We won't certify to the genuineness 
of the: $25,000 check until we speak with 
Mr. Rice,’’ answered the banker, and then 
Jones admits he answered the millionaire 
was ‘“‘then out.” 

Being in a quandary, Jones called up 
Lawyer Patrick and over the ’phone in- 
-formed him of the question which had 
been asked by the paying teller employed 
by Swenson & Sons. 

“When they ask for Mr. Rice again,” 
answered Patrick, ‘‘tell them he is dead. 
That will be all that is necessary.” 

In. compliance with these _ directions, 
Jones answered the second call over the 
*phone and then Swenson & Sons declined 


to certify the check and consulted with 
their lawyers in regard to the matter. 


Patrick Protests His Innocence. 


Patrick declares that there was nothing 
Wrong concerning the checks which he 
sent for certification after Rice had died. 
He says that he has looked after interests 
for Mr. Rice for ten years and that the 
money called for by the checks was not 
for himself, but was a trust fund to be 
used in suits still pending. He declares 
the millionaire’s death was due to old age 
and worry over losses by the Galveston 
flood and burning of the Merchants ard 
Pianters’ mills at Houston, Tex., Mr. Rice 
having lost $1,500,000 by these two disas- 
ters. He also said Mr. Rice was renuted 
to be worth $8,000,000 and prior to his 
demise had given him an assignment 
which gives Mr. Patrick control of the 
estate.

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FRENCH TROOPS MOVE LIKE 
GOOD SOLDIERS, SAYS MOTT

Paris, September 25.—Major J. B. Mott, 
U. 8S. A., who represented the United 
States in the recent French maneuvers, 
is preparing his report to the war depart- 
ment. He said to a representative of the 
Associated Press today: 

“The maneuvers proved extremely in- 
teresting and instructive. From several 
points of view the extensive use of auto- 
cars was a most striking innovation, 
and the results attained have fully just- 
ified the claim for their practical utility 
in European warfare. They did ex- 
cellent work, enabling the generals and 
their messengers to cover great distances 
in a few hours. 

‘Auto-traection cars, moreover, facil- 
itated the task of the commisiariat de- 
partment immensely, each drawing six 
or seven cars heavily laden with provi- 
sions. They have undoubtedly come to 
Stay. 

“IT, however, examined this question of 
military auto-mobiles from the American 
standpoint, and while fully appreciating 
the enormous service they render to the 
armies of ey where the highways 
are level and well built, and the distances 
comparatively small, I do not believe 
they will be of sufficient value on the 
rough American roads and over enormous 
tracts of country as in the United States. 
to justify the heavy expense of their 
maintenance in the American army, Our 
needs differ considerably from those of 
the European countries. The latter 
must always prepare for possible war on 


their own soil and their conditions favor 
the use of auto-cars, while the  caprynagy pad 
of hostilities within the United States are 
remote and thelr utility is highly prob- 
lematical. 

“Another feature of the maneuvers 
which much impressed me was the new 
artillery. The latest French cannon is 
undoubtedly the most efficient weapon, 
and involves a new method of working, 
which is a vast improvement on the old

KILLED BY TROLLEY CAR 


Fetal Accident to Brewer Heade on 
Trolley Car Line. 


RECEIVED FATAL INJURIES 


He Stepped in Front of Trolley Car 
Near East Point—Died at Hos- 
pital After Accident.

While attempting to’pass in front of a 
trolley car, in Oakland City, yesterday 
evening about 7 o'clock, Brewer G. Heade 
was knocked down and run over and he 
received such injuries that he died at the 
Grady hospital fifteen minutes after 
reaching that institution.

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Washington, September 25.—The United 
States government today took the first 
steps toward the redemption of its pledge 
made to the Russian government August 
18th last by cablegram instructions to 
General Chaffee to reduce the American 
forces in China to the proportion of a 
legation guard. Nearly a month ago the 
Russion government was told through M. 
De Wollent, its charge here, that if the 
Russian forces and ministry were with- 
drawn from Pekin ‘‘we shall give in- 
structions to the commander of the Amer- 
ican forces in China to withdraw our 
forces from Pekin after due conference 
with the other commanders as to the 
time and manner of withdrawal.’’ That 
time has now come and the diplomatic 
action marks the beginning of the dis- 
appearance of the American army from 
Crina. for although some military is to 
remain. it will not be of the character 
of an army. but under the conditions laid 
down in the order to General Chaffee, 
and especially under its official designa- 
tion as a “legation guard’’ will be rather 
of thé nature of a civil guard. This 
small force ™will not be included in any 
military operations which may be con- 
ducted by the allied armies, and so will 
not fall subject to the direction of Field 
Marshal Count von Waldersee, the com- 
mander in chief. The text of the order 
to General Chaffee is as follows: 

“Adjutant General's Department, Wash- 
ington, September 25.—To General Chaf- 
fee. Pekin.—September 25th. No. 41—Rend- 
ing negotiations for a settlement, the sec- 
retary of war directs that legation guard 
of a regiment of infantry, four troops of 
cavalry. with rapid fire guns and light 
battery, with complete equipment and 
reserve supply of ammunition adequate 
for any emergency, be retained in Pekin 
under your command, and that you send 
the remainder of your force in China tc. 
Manila to report to MacArthur. The 
guard should be amply provisioned, etc., 
until navigation opens next spring. Re- 
tain such officers for staff dutles as you 
deem 1esessary: all others of whatever 
corps or department will be sent to Mac- 
Arthur for duty as soon as possible. All 
stores. transportation and materials not 
required for the legation guard to be sent 
to Manila. Place yourself in close rela- 
tions with our minister, acting with him 
on the Jines that will best subserve our 
interests. keeping this department fully 
advised. It is important that you have 
the confidence of the generals of the 
other powers. General Wilson, with his 
aids. will remain in Pekin for the pres- 
ent. Special instructions may be sent 
him. Cable MacArthur concerning re- 
quirements to carry these instructions 
into effect. Inform generals commanding 
forces of other powers of our intention 
to withdraw part of our forces. Show 
this to Conger. 

“By order of Lieutenant General Miles. 

“CORBIN.” 

Much thought has been given to the 
proper number of troops to be allotted for 
this purpose, and it is believed that the 
1.400 men selected will be quite sufficient 
to protect the American legation against 
any force that could be brought 
against it. 

It is noteworthy, too, that the most 
complete arrangements have been order- 
ed for the maintenance of. the-men, while 
eare has been-taken that there shal] not 
be a shortage of ammunition, as there 
was in the British legation during the 
siege.

“To the American People—Seventeen 
davs after the storm at Galvestdén it is 
still impossible to accurately estimate 
the loss of life and property. But it is 
known that the dead in the city will num- 
ber at least 6,000, or approximately one- 
sixth of the census population. The is- 
land and adjacent mainiand will add per- 
haps 2,000 to this number. 

The actual damage is incalculable in 
precise terms, but we believe the individ- 
ual losses and the losses in public prop- 
erty, sich as paving, waterworks, schools, 
hospitals, churches, etc., will easily 
amount to $30,000,000.. This estimate takes 
no account of the direct and indirect 
injury to business. 

Along the beach front alone upward of 
2,600 houses by actual map count were 
totally destroyed. Of these not a tim- 
ber remains upon the original site, and 
the wreckage constitutes the embank- 
ment of debris extending along the entire 
beach front three or four blocks inward 
for about three miles, the removal of 
which will cost from $750,000 to $1,000,000. 
From this debris there are still daily un- 
covered by the workmen, now systematic- 
ally employed, from thirty to fifty bodies, 
which are burned or buried upon the spot. 
Moreover, we estimate that 97% per cent 
of the remaining houses throughout the 
city were damaged in greater or less de- 
gree. 

On the removal of this debris, in the 
clearing of streets, in making temporary 
repairs to houses not entirely destroyed, 
in distributing supplies and in the gen- 
eral work of restoration our entire citi- 
zenship are engaged. Men whose ser- 
vices could not be secured at this season 
ordinarily, are giving their time without 
compensation. Firms whose affairs or- 
dinarily require the attention of three 
partners, retain one for the transaction 
of their business and lend the other two 
to the public service.

Heyer’s Children Wish To Participate 
in Damage Suit. 


WIDOW SUES FOR $25,000 


Husband Met Deathin a Head-on 
Coflision While Serving as 
Engineer. 


Mrs. Annie L. Coleman and R. S. Hey- 
er, children of the late William L, Hey- 
er, who was an engineer for the Western 
and Atlantic Railroad Company, yester- 
day filed an interesting suit in the su- 
perior court against their stepmother, 
Mrs. Fannie Heyer, and the railroad 
company. 

In brief, they wish to enjoin Mrs. Hey- 
er from receiving the full amount of a 
verdict which may be rendered in her 
favor against the railroad company for 
the death of their father, and they also 
desire to have the railroad enjoined 
from paying over to her such full amount 
in case a judgment is rendered or settle- 
ment made. 

The petition, which was filed through 
Attorneys Arnold & Arnold, sets out that 
Engineer-Heyer was killed in a head-on 
collision, and Mrs. Fannie Heyer, his sec- 
ond wife, has entered suit in the Bartow 
superior court against the Western & 
Atlantic railroad for $25,000 damages. 

They set out that.their father died in- 
testate; that they are his children by a 
former marriage, and at the time of his 
death were living apart from him and 
their stepmother. They declare that his 
widow denies their right to participate 
in the damage suit, should any damages 
be collected. 

The trial of the case, they say, is near 
at hand, and while they do not claim 
the right to interfere with the trial or to 
prosecute it to judgment for its settle- 
ment, still think they are entitled to two- 
thirds of whatever is realized upon the 
claim by judgment, settlement, or other- 
wise. 

The petition avers that under the stat- 
ute the recovery would be no part of the 
assets of the Heyer estate; that it is not 
subject to the debts against William L. 
Heyer, but is to be the property of the 
wife and whatever children may be liv- 
ing when the judgment ts rendered. 

The petition asked that the court en.- 
join the railroad company from paying 
the widow more than one-third of any 
judgment rendered and that Mrs. Hey- 
er be enjoined from receiving more than 
that amount. Judge J. H. Lumpkin 
passed an order sétting a hearing of the 
case for the 6th of next month, or as soon 
after that as possible. 

A temporary restraining order was_is- 
sued as prayed for by the petitioners. 


REGULATE TRAFFIC ON RIVER. 


Drowning of Negroes at Savannah 


Suggests Legislation. 

Savannah, Ga., September 25.—(Special.) 
The recent drowning of several negroes 
in the river by the overloading of a small 
boat, and the narrow escape of others 
from the same cause, have led to sugges- 
tions that the city take steps to regulate 
small traffic on that portion of the river 
which is within its jurisdiction. It is 
agreed by Mayor Myers and other city 
officials that some steps should be taken 
to prevent such loss of life, the recur- 
rence of which is almost certain with so 
many negro laborers working on the 
other side of the river. An investigation, 


| however, has developed the fact that the 


city has no power under its charter to 
provide regulations with regard to ferry 
boats or other small craft. It is consid- 
ered under the cffcumstances that this is 
a defect which should be remedied, and 
the legislature will probably be asked 
at its coming session to grant the neces- 
sary amendment to the city’s charter,

Ex-Policeman Who Flailed Man Who 
Annoyed His Daughter Tried. 


RIGHTEOUS ACT, SAYS JUDGE 


Monroe Phillips, the Prosecuting 
Witness, Was Given Some Sound 
Advice from the Bench. 


The case of the state versus O. H. P. 
Glover, charged with assault with intent 
to murder, which resulted from the sen- 
sational assault of the defendant on Mon- 
roe Phillips with a cane last Friday morn- 
ing on the streets to avenge an alleged 
insult to the former’s daughter by the 
letter, was heard at 2:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon before Justice Bloodworth. 
The court dismissed the warrant. 

There was about a score of witnesses 
on btoh sides whose testimony was main- 
ly directed to establishine the good char- 
acter of the plaintiff and the daughter of 
the defendant. Not that the young lady’s 
character was in the slightest degree 
called in question, but ft was proposed to 
show that it was entirely foreign to her 
nature to permit advances of the kind 
the. defense testified had been attempted 
by the plaintiff. Phillips brought forward 
a number of acquaintances and fellow 
workmen at the Conklin factory on 
Marietta street, where.he is employed: 
also the superintendent of the factory, 
who testified to his quiet, steady habits 
and general good name. It was shown 
that he had worked at the Conklin fac- 
tory for ten or eleven years, and is mar- 
ried, with two children. 

The defense related the annoyances to 
which the young lady, who is employed in 
the telephone exchange, had been sub- 
jected for several] mornings by Phillips 
while going to her work. It was stated 
by the young lady that the man had 
stared her out of countenance, smiled at 
her familiarly, tipped his hat to her, fol- 
lowed her several blocks and finally called 
to her to stop. He is alleged to have 
gone to the latter lengths on Thursday 
morning, when the corroborated testi- 
mony af the young lady showed that she 
entered the telephone exchange crying 
and related her disagreeable experience. 
Some gentlemen employed in .the ex- 
change went out to secure the man’s ar- 
rest, but failed to find him. When that 
night the father was told of the occur- 
rence, he determined to take summary 
vengeance next morning and followed his 
daughter for that purpose. Glover testi- 
fied that he saw Phillips speak to the 
lifting his hat. 
Then he headed him off, beginning his 
chastisement With fair warning from the 
front. He denied that the assault justi- 
fied the charge, say!ng he could easily 
have killed Phillips, but desisted from 
harming him further after dealing him a 
few smart licks with his cane. 

Justice Bloodworth dismissed the war- 
rant without waiting to hear the argu- 
ment of the attorneys for the defense. In 
giving his decision he severely reprimand. 
ed the plaintiff, declaring that the father 
had only committed: ‘‘a righteous, sim- 
ple assault’’ upon him.

Co- 
ney, 2:62%, driven by Ed Gaylord. of Den- 
ver, went against time to beat the ama- 
teur worlac’s pacing record to wagon, fin- 
ishing a remarkable mile in 2:03%. 

The mile by The Abbott was done jin 
such a manner that horsemen here are 
slready saving that there is not a doubt 
that he will lower his own record again 
when he goes against time on Thursday, 
and-it is considered by many that "he 
Abbott can make the mile on the Terre 
Haute track in 2:02%. The quarters were 
made today in.31%4, 1:02%, 1:31% and 2:03%, 
the third quarter being done in 291% sec- 
onds. The mile by Coney was done 
follows: 30%, 1:01%, 1:32, 2:03%. That first 
quarter aroused much enthusiasm and 
led many to think that a most remarkable 
record would fo:!ow. Coney clipped half 
2 second from Free Bond’s record, made 
in New Xork. 

When Geers climbed down from his 
seat after driving The Abbott his splendid 
mile it was with difficulty that he kept 
his admirers from hoisting him on their 
shoulders. Both Mr. Gaylord and Geers 
were greeted with great enthusiasm and 
after The Abbott's mile, Secretary Duftin 
led the 2,000 spectators i{n three cheers for 
the owner of the bay gelding, Mr. Ham- 
lin, for his driver, ‘‘the silent man.” and 
for the horse himself. A small pande- 
monium reigned for a time.

A former decision by this court is here 
qicted. Unquestionably where jurisdiction is 
taken by the circuit court of a case on the 
groind that a federal question is involved, it 
must determine the yuestions material to the 
case, and necessary for its determination.. This 
would not ivstify the court in going into mat- 
ters not pertinent t@and entirely beyond the 
scape of the controverey Which nakes the fed- 
eral question. Eyerything connected with the 
grant by the city to the Consolidated Company 
and the infringement of the rights obtained un- 
aer such grant by reason of the action of the 
city’ moving itself.¢ggainst the Consolidated 
Con pany might be tinent to the original lit- 
igation, and.any stch action of the city sub- 
sequent to the filing of the orignal bill would 
probebly be proper subject matter for a sup- 
plemental bill. 

Each municipality a two-fold] charact?r. 
One is-its business trading character under 
which it contracts. The other is its legislative 
or judicial and discretionary charactcr. 

Dillon, on municipal corporation, (4th ed., 
sec. 97), is quoted, 

A decision in the case of Walla Walla City 
vs. Walla Walla Water Company 172 U. 8. 1}, 
is quoted here. 

Wien the cjty of Atlanta made the con- 
tract with the Consolidated. Company that it 
vould not condemn more than five blocks of 
its lines for the use of another company, it 
did not and could not contract that it would 
not discharge the judicial or quasi judicial 
duty imposed upon it by an act of the l-gisla- 
ture to determine matters pertinent here. It 
did not say and could not, that it would not 
judicially determine, when required or wh on 
authorized by the legislature to do so, that cer- 
tain streets of the city were not wide enough, 
as a matter of public econventence, for two 
Street car companies to lay their tracks side 
by side. 

In one of the former cpinions in this case, 
(101 Fed. 351) it is said: 

‘The right to take the track of one company 
for the use «f another must be 1eserved in the 
grant, or exist otherwise by contract, or such 
taking must be by the exercise of the state's 
power of eminent domain, through the legia- 
lature of the state. Confessedly the city has 
no power of cminent domain with reference to 
the matters in controversy here. It has no 
grant from the legislature to condemn the 
track of one street railway company for the 
vse of another. The only rights it has or can 
exercise are by reason of the reservation con- 
tained in the grant to the Ccen+solidaced Cora- 
pany.

it is earnestly contended chat the manner 
in which the recent adjudication of the mayor 
and general council was made in reference to 
the width of the street at the point in question 
was so connected with its nermirsion to use 
the street as a part of a line, as to make the 
questions now raired pertinent to the original 
litigation. While the original litication was 
pencing the city had granted to the Collins 
Park company the right to the use 
of this’ portion Of Peachtree street as a part 
of its line in that direction, and the right to 
condemn at the point named because of the 
necessity for entering the central portion of 
the city. After this was enjuined, the city, 
as has been stated, on the petition of the Col- 
lins Park company, made its adjudication as 
to the width of the street and the impracti- 
cability of two street car cempanies using that 
rert of the street separat:ly with their tracks. 
There was no question about the validity of 
the original grant of the use of the etreet, 
waiving for the momens the question of con- 
dempation of the track of the company alrealy 
ceerpying the strect. In the former opinion 
of this court. (101 Fed. 356), speaking of th: 
situation on “Vhitehall street, it is said: 

‘It is hardly contested that the citv could, 
even in the exercise of its general powers over 
the city, require the railway and power com- 
pany to move its tracks to one -<ide of the 
street at this pcint and allow tne new com- 
rany to build another track.’’ 

“he citv is not moving in the particular mat- 
ter of condern.nation now before th» court at 
all. There is no direct action on its part in 
what has recently been done looking to any 
entry upon or interference with th: tracks of 
the railway and power company at the point 
named on Peachtree street. The contract lbe- 
tween the city and the Consolidated Compeny 
and the reservation made therein is not in anv 
way involved. The ‘‘municipal authority’’ sim- 
ply cits in a judicial capacity and determines 
a question imposed upon it by law, and then 
the Collins Park company proceeds under and 
by virtue of its charter. The city only deter- 
mines judiciaily that certain conlitions exist; 
it does not zrant anv rieht to condemn. The 
right of the Collins Park company to wrocer dl 
after the city’s indicial cetermination that the 
concition exists it gets directly from the state 
through its charter. The city not only does 
not withdraw anv right formerly grented, lut 
it does not. as it is exnresesed in a former 
opinion in this case, interfere with any right 
by a limited construction of the grant. 

My conclusion is that the matter brought up 
bv this supplemental bill, to-wit: the rieht 
of the Collins Park comprny to tnke the 
track of the railway and power company un- 
cer the condemnation norocectines recently in- 
stituted. and proceedjnge entirely under the 
terms of its charter, i# beyond the scope of the 
controversy which wave this court jfurisdie- 
tion of the care originally. 

On account of the vitizenshin of the narties 
there is no jurisdiction in the circuit court un- 
less a federal question is involved. The sit- 
ustion of the pleadings is such that no order 
will be made at present with reference to the 
suj plemental bill and its amendments further 
than to deny, for want of jurisliction in the 
court, the prayer for a temporary restraining 
order. 

In view of the conclusion thus reached, it 
is unnecessaty to determine whether or not 
the parties in the litigation now pending in 
the state court are substantially the same as 
the parties to this case. and whether or not, 
if that be true, the iitigation fs of such a char- 
acter as that this covrt should stay its hand 
vrtil the determination of the case in the 
State court.
